Expenditures Imposing 


The Hon. Donald J. Johnston, 
Minister of State for Science and 
Technology and for Economic De- 
velopment, recently released a sum- 
mary of the anticipated 1983-84 
federal spending in science and tech- 
nology. The summary was in- 
cluded in the Main Estimates tabled 
in the House of Commons on 22

@ In the natural sciences, federal bud- 
getary expenditures on research 

and development (R&D) are expected 
to rise by $189.7 million to a total 

of $1.96 billion in 1983-84—an in- 
crease of more than ten percent. 

@ Direct federal funding of R&D per- 
formed by industry is estimated to 
reach about $461.5 million in 
1983-84, an increase of about 
twenty-seven percent over the ex- 
penditure of $364.6 million last 

year. 

© Direct federal support to R&D 
performed in the universities will 
reach $374.2 million in 1983-84 
compared to $352.5 million last year, 
an increase of six percent. 

© Federal funding of R&D and re- 
lated scientific activities in the hu- 
man sciences will increase eight per- 
cent to $631.3 million in 1983-84 
compared with $583.3 million spent 
last year. The universities will re- 
ceive $65.3 million in 1983-84 for the 
human sciences—an increase of 
fifteen percent.

Policy and Procedures for 
On-Campus Solicitations 


The following applies to any and 

all non-student, non-University affili- 
ated persons or groups who may, 
from time to time, apply to the Vice- 
President (Facilities and Services), 

to come on to University of Alberta 
property for purposes of adver- 
tising, canvassing, promoting or solic- 
iting: 

(1) Application will be made, in writ- 
ing, to the Vice-President (Facili- 
ties and Services) when permission is 
sought; 

(2) Applications must indicate the 
purpose for which permission is 
sought; 

(3) No person or groups to which 
this policy applies will be permitted on 
campus more than twice in any 


term: (September to December, Jan- 
uary to April, May to August); 

(4) Approval under (3) above may be 
granted for blocks of time and in 
places to be determined by the Vice- 
President (Facilities and Services); 
(5) At the discretion of the Vice- 
President (Facilities and Services) 
approval may be withdrawn for just 
cause; such as interfering with or 
interrupting the normal pursuits of the 
University, its staff and its stu- 
dents, impeding vehicular or pedes- 
trian traffic, creating noise or dis- 
turbance and harassing individuals or 
any like conduct.*0

Social Scientist to Present 
75th Anniversary Lecture 


Seymour Martin Lipset, recog- 

nized as one of the world’s most emi- 
nent social scientists, will present a 
lecture on Thursday, 31 March, at 4 
p.m. in 2-115 Education North. 
Sponsored jointly by the Departments 
of Political Science and Sociology, 
Professor Lipset’s lecture is entitled 
“Radicalism or Reformism: The 


Sources of Working-Class Politics.” 
Professor Lipset, who has long 

had a research interest in the Cana- 

dian prairies (having written a 

book on the development of the CCF), 

currently occupies a combined 

chair in Political Science and Sociol- 

ogy at Stanford University.

The ice on the North Saskatche- 

wan River isn’t the only ice breaking 
up these days. The University 
Toastmasters Club received its charter 
last month and at its thrice 

monthly meetings members are stand- 
ing up boldly to deliver the “Ice 
Breaker,” the first in a series of fifteen 
speeches designed to help them be- 
come more effective communicators. 
The “Ice Breaker,” incidentally, 

must be six minutes long; the topic is 
up to the individual speaker. 
Toastmasters, which meets Wednes- 
days at noon in Assiniboia Hall, 

hears from each member once every 
six weeks. There is also a monthly 
dinner meeting at which four people 
speak. 

The current membership stands at 
twenty-four and there is a good 
mixture of academic and non- 
academic staff. People who join 
Toastmasters, said President Frank 
Pidner at the 23 February Charter 
Night Banquet at Lister Hall, usually 
do so with some specific goals or 
objectives in mind. For instance, they 
may want to overcome some ap- 
prehension or fear of public speaking 
and gain some skills in the use of 
parliamentary procedures as they ap- 
ply to the conduct of business. 

More generally, Mr. Pidner continued, 
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they endeavor to enhance their 
communication skills and gain some 
measure of self-improvement by 
participating in a well defined and 
structured learning process. 

He reminded the audience of nearly 
100 people that the University has 
an entire Faculty—the Faculty of 
Extension—dedicated largely to 
continuing adult education. “We as 
Toastmasters hope to make a 
minute contribution to this scenario by 
providing a friendly and congenial 
environment in which interested mem- 
bers of the University community 
may practice or sharpen their commu- 
nication skills within a controlled 
and organized setting.” 

The first Toastmasters club was 
established in the United States in 
1924. Today there some 3,300 
Toastmasters clubs throughout the 
world. Each club is a member of 
Toastmasters International, a non- 
profit, non-partisan, non-sectarian 
educational organization based in 
Santa Ana, California. 

The University Toastmasters Club 
held its initial meeting last Sep- 
tember and, having attracted twenty 
members and elected an executive, 
requested its charter in December. It 
is now one of twenty-eight Toast- 
masters clubs in Edmonton and vicin-

Hans Steiner, 1926 - 1982 


Hans Steiner, Associate Professor 

of Geology, died on 8 November 1982. 
Dr. Steiner was born in Vienna, 
Austria, in 1926. In 1945, while in the 
German air force, he was captured 
and interned in a prison camp in the 
United States. After his return to 
Austria, he became Austrian business 
manager of the Salzburg Seminar 

in American Studies. In 1953 he emi- 
grated to Canada and worked 

briefly in the University of Toronto 
Library. From 1953 to 1957 he 

was bursar and administrative assis- 
tant to Senator Donald Cameron, 
Director of the Banff School of Fine 
Arts. In Banff, he met and mar- 

ried Dorothy Johnston. Later he came 
to The University of Alberta and 

in 1961 graduated with first class hon- 
ors in geology, proceeding to the 

MSc degree one year later. 

He then went to Canberra and 
obtained his PhD from the Australian 
National University in 1967. In 
1969, after some industrial experience, 
he joined the staff of the De- 
partment of Geology at The Univer- 
sity of Alberta. 

For his doctorate, Dr. Steiner com- 
pleted a classical study of the de- 
positional environments of some De- 
vonian rocks in New South Wales. 
While in Australia, he glimpsed what 
he thought were large-scale pat- 
terns in the evolution of the Earth. In 
the repetition through time of ap- 
parently related geological events, he 
saw the possibility of extra- 
terrestrial control and of discerning 
the record of the Earth’s voyages 
around our galaxy. He threw all his 
resources into advancing this con- 


cept and charting its consequences. 
Had his papers on the Galactic 

Cycle been published slightly earlier, 
Dr. Steiner’s insight and percep- 

tion would have had more influence. 
As it was, earth scientists of the 
1960s and 1970s found his concepts 
difficult to blend into prevailing 
models. Nevertheless, he continued to 
explore the implications of his 

ideas and over the years wrote several 
calm and reasoned articles. These 
received wide publicity through dis- 
cussion in Nature and reprinting in 
the series Benchmark papers in Geol- 
ogy, and have earned him a per- 
manent place in the history of the sub- 
ject. Dr. Steiner will also be 
remembered here in western Canada 
for his excellent work on Cre- 

taceous coal seams and on meteorites. 

Dr. Steiner was a Fellow of the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, the Geologi- 
cal Society of America and the Geo- 
logical Association of Canada. He 
was a member of the American Asso- 
ciation of Petroleum Geologists, 
the Canadian Society of Petroleum 
Geologists, and the Association of 
Professional Engineers, Geologists and 
Geophysicists of Alberta. 

Hans Steiner was a very special 
person who touched all who knew 
him. Endowed with remarkable intel- 
lectual ability, he was a humble 
man of much understanding, loyalty, 
kindness, humor, patience, and 
courage. We who remain mourn his 
passing and extend our sympathy 
to his wife, Dorothy, and to his son, 
Shep. 


Barbara (Motyl) 
Purser, 
1922 - 1983 


On Friday, 11 March 1983, Bar- 
bara (Motyl) Purser passed away at 
the University of Alberta Hospital. 

The last twenty years of her profes- 
sional career were spent at the 
University of Alberta Hospital and 
The University of Alberta. She 
was supervisor and laboratory scientist 
in hematology, Department of 
Laboratory Medicine, University of 
Alberta Hospital, for thirteen 
years prior to becoming Coordinator 
of the Medical Laboratory Science 
program, Faculty of Medicine, Uni- 
versity of Alberta. She retired in 
1976 after six years in this position. 

Barbara (Motyl) Purser was an 
active member of her professional as- 
sociation, serving as Provincial 
President and National Director. Her 
contributions as a technologist, re- 
searcher, and educator in the field of 
medical technology were formally 
recognized in 1970 with the awarding 
of the Gold Medal, the highest 
award given by the Canadian Society 
of Laboratory Technologists.
